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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 and 3-1 1 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the examiner 
is unaware of any prior art which suggests or renders obvious a semiconductor device 
and its method of fabrication with a thin film transistor and a capacitor constructed such 
that that the thin film transistor and the capacitor each have a component made of 
semiconductor film, these films being two spaced apart bodies, formed on a substrate 
such that these films are electrically coupled together by a metal wiring which itself is 
connected to a pixel electrode.
